as in certain of the war years when 
the natural reduction, in W,orld de- 
mand was intensified by the lack oC 
traneportation facilities. Ia the pre- 
war years, our exports of lumber <ind 
other forest p r o d u c t s aggregated 
about |7S,000,000 per annum, and were 
steadily advancing so that In the year 
immediately preceding the «ar the to- 
tal value of all forest product* export- 
ed was |115,0<HM>00.
